DATA ON SCHOOLS 

The Journal of the Ta.\ Payers’ Association of Califor¬ 
nia produces data to show that whereas the total estimated 
population increa.se of California from PJdU to 1916 was 
112.3 per cent, and the increase of school census children 
was 55.7 per cent, the total enrollment in kindergarten, ele¬ 
mentary and high schools increased 1UU.4 per cent. Tlte 
total current expenses were $5,927,281 in 1900 and $’21,972, 
747 in 1916, an increase of 270.7 per cent. Thus the ex¬ 
penses increased two and a lialf times as fast as total en¬ 
rollment, and nearly five times sis fast as the estimati'd 
school census. ^ ^ ^ ^

BU(;S AND BOOKS AND LIBRARIES 

Every little while some citizen becomes infected with 
the idea that the public library ought to be abolished as a 
menace to public health because the books miglit caiiy 
disease germs from one family to another. There are usually 
indications that these citizens are really inlected with the 
bacillus economicus. But for the satisfaction of any who are 
really afraid of germs there are some recent investigations 
of Dr. Laiibach of John Hopkins Univeisity whicli prove 
that disease germs do not thrive, or even survive, in libraiy 
books. Furthermore a writer in the New \ork Sim elab¬ 
orates at length on the subject, as follows: 

“Dr. Laubach gathered all tlie bticteria Irom seventy- 
five volumes and e.xamined their characters. Not one was 
of the criminal class; all came from the honest, hard work¬ 
ing families of germs that fill the air. Some of the books 
were from homes where there had been diphtheria, but tlie 
bacillus of that disease was absent at the scientist s roll 
call. The Dr, does not say that the boks were. Perhaps he 
considers that item negligible, but our own re.searches indi¬ 
cate that it is not. Once, taking a young and active imeu- 
monia germ by the neck we tried to house it in a census 
report. It resisted savagely, crying out that it preferred 
the warmer pages of Buckle’s “History of Civilization, but 
in the end it wtis overcome. A day latei' its corpse was 
found lying across the population ligures of Wichita. Kan¬ 
sas, 1890. A germ cannot stand eveiything. 

“There was another bacillus, of the fever group, who 
went humming to his fate when placed between two iiages 
of last year’s Congressional Record. lie may have been 
under the influence of a drug. In the moi ning the librarian 
found him dead upon the last letter ol Adamson’s speech on 
the eight-hour bill. A scornful smile still curled his lip. 

“One of the most evil-looking micro-organisms that 
ever darkened our library door was a grip germ. He aj)- 
peared as the P. R. reporters say, to pack a sneeze in each 
mitt. He was put away between a sot of the incomplete 
works of George Sylvester V’iereck and Bui'ton’s “Anatomy 
of Melancholy,’’ but he broke out and swaggered to the fic¬ 
tion shelves, where he took lodging in one of Gouverneur 
Morris’s recent love stories. Two days later, when the 
Chief Duster picked him up, a harmless, llabby thing, he was 
uttering little cries of ‘Oogle-google.’ Hurled into Spruce 
street at high noon, he made eyes at a stenographer. 

“How the germ that lives on ice froze to death in one 
of Rex Beach’s Alaska books; how the smallest Itacilli died 
of envy on observing the minuteness of detail in one of Ar¬ 
nold Bennett’s novels; how the bacterium of leprosy ran 
blushing out of a society story—these incidents we might 
detail if it appeared necessary to offer lurther proof of the 
influence of books on germs.”
